Every  year  hundreds  of  truck  loads  of  onion  plants  are  hauled  out  of  this 
county  packed  in  crates  containing  60  bunches  to  the  crate,  50  plants  to  the 
bunch,  a  total  of  3,000  plants.  Many  merchants  buy  these  plants  thinking 
they  are  getting  crates  of  6,000  plants.  We  do  not  sell  plants  to  trucks,  to  do 
so  would  be  unfair  to  the  merchant  who  handles  our  plants  and  receives  his 
plants  from  us  by  express. 

Ordinary  onion  plants  are  grown  in  seed  beds,  20  to  30  pounds  of  seed  to 
the  acre  and  grown  under  irrigation.  Dodge’s  Famous  Brand  Onion  Plants  are 
grown  in  the  open  fields  without  irrigation,  6  pounds  of  seed  to  the  acre.  By 
this  method  we  produce  stronger,  sturdier,  better  rooted  plants  than  can  be 
grown  by  other  methods  of  growing.  We  ask  you  for  your  plant  business  on 
the  basis  of  quality  and  not  on  price.  These  extra  quality  plants  cost  more  to 
grow,  select  and  pack  but  are  the  cheapest  plants  on  the  market,  value  consi¬ 
dered.  They  cost  you  a  little  more  to  buy,  but  will  increase  your  plant  business 
and  make  you  more  money  and  your  customers  will  come  back  for  them  every 
year.
